Charles  Fuss,  a  biologist  with  the  National  Marine  and 
Fisheries  Service  in  St.  Petersburg,  said  Wednesday  parasites 
were  found  in  the  inner  ear  of  a  false  killer  whale  which  died 
Sunday  in  shallow  water  off  Loggerhead  Key  in  the  Dry 
Tortugas.

Turkey  farmers  in  Utah, 
where  Coates  has  been  field 
testing,  think  he’s  found  the 
answer,  too.  Since  his  pilot 
study  began,  Coates  has 
vaccinated  more  than 
400,000  turkeys  in  the  state. 

Coates’  immunization 
program  calls  for  the 
administering  of  a  medium 
dose  of  vaccine  containing 
live  cholera  bacteria  followed 
by  a  full  dose  of  bacteria. 
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By  administering  a  medium 
dose  first  to  establish 
immunity  before 
administering  the  full  dose  of 
the  vaccine,  Coates  has 
reduced  the  mortality  rate 
associated  with  the  live 
cholera  vaccine  from  six  per 
cent  to  .01  per  cent. 

“Farmers  were  hesitant  to 
use  the  live  oral  vaccine,” 
Coates  explained,  “because 
each  time  they  used  it  they 
lose  five  to  six  per  cent  of 
their  flock.  At  $5  to  $10  for 
each  turkey,  that  made  using 
the  live  vaccine  a  little 
ambiguous  to  farmers.” 

Coates’  method  has  not 
only  eliminated  the  toxic 
factor  from  the  live  cholera 
vaccine,  but  it  is  also  a  lot 
easier  to  administer  than  the 
old  vaccine. 

Instead  of  chasing  each  bird 
with  a  hypodermic  needle, 
Coates  begins  his  day  calmly 
in  the  laboratory  in  a  white 
smock,  growing  fresh  bacteria 
which  he  takes  to  the  turkey 
farm  and  pours  into  the  water 
supply. 

If  the  turkeys  are  thirsty, 
15,000  can  be  immunized  in 
two  hours.  With  the  old 
method,  it  took  eight  to  ten 
laborers  approximately  eight 
hours  to  immunize  a  flock  of 
10,000  turkeys. 

“The  immunization 
program  should  take  a  big 
load  off  turkey  growers,” 
Coates  said.  “A  lot  of  farmers 
are  hit  with  cholera.  It’s  the 
number  one  problem  for 
turkey  farmers.” 


Forty  CB 

channels 
now  open 


WASHINGTON  (AP)-The 
more  than  five  million  CB 
radio  enthusiasts  in  the 
country  will  have  17  more 
channels  beginning  Jan.  1 .  The 
new  channels  will  bring  to  40 
the  number  of  channels  open 
to  CB  use. 

The  Federal  Communica¬ 
tions  Commission  announced 
the  long-awaited  expansion 
Tuesday,  along  with  rules 
designed  to  reduce 
complaints  by  CB  operators 
and  about  CB  interference 
with  television. 

And  there’s  something 
special  for  the  new  CB 
operators.  Each  new  CB  set 
sold  must  contain  FCC  rules 
on  CB  use,  a  license 
application  and  a  60-day 
tern  porary  permit  to  allow 
the  purchaser  to  go  on  the  air 
right  away. 

Because  CB  radios  are  now 
a  major  target  of  auto 
strippers,  the  FCC  said  each 
new  transmitter  must  have  an 
engraved  serial  number  for 
easier  identification.

Cholera  is  the  most  feared 
of  the  many  diseases  turkeys 
get,  Coates  explained, 
because  a  farmer  could  lose 
his  whole  flock  in.  two  or 
three  days,  whereas  other 
diseases  just  nibble  away  at 
the  flock. 

“This  vaccine  may  modify 
the  loss  for  farmers  if  cholera 
does  hit,”  he  said.  “Farmers 
have  needed  something  to 
keep  them  out  of  economic 
peril.” 

When  Coates  speaks  of  the 
economic  peril  of  turkey 
farming,  he  speaks  from 
experience.  His  father,  Dr. 
Falph  Coates,  a  professor  of 
chemical  engineering  at  BYU, 
and  brother  are  are  turkey 
growers,  and  young  Coates 
himself  has  spent  every 
summer  working  on  the 
turkey  farm. 


Last  year,  the  Coates 
turkey  farm  was  hit  with 
cholera  and  suffered  a  large 
economic  loss  even  though 
the  flock  had  been  vaccinated 
using  a  vaccine  consisting  of 
killed  bacteria. 

After  that,  the  younger 
Coates  began  working  on  a 
solution  to  the  problem, 
housing  100  turkeys  in  the 
Widtsoe  Building  vivarium  for 
the  pilot  study. 

A  lot  of  farmers  were 
watching  the  pilot  study  and 
the  first  field  trial,  Coates 
said,  and  now,  a  lot  of  the 
same  farmers  are  lined  up  to 
participate  in  the 
immunization  program. 

Another  graduate  student 
in  microbiology,  Edward 
Brown  from  Groton,  Conn., 
is  also  working  on  the 
project,  measuring  anti-bodies 
to  determine  how  much 
protection  the  birds  have. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)-The  Federal  Power 
Commission’s  new  $1 . 5-billion  increase  in  the 
nation’s  gas  bill  faces  immediate  challenge 
from  consumer  advocates,  who  call  it  too 
high  and  too  hasty. 

Energy  Action,  a  consumer  organization, 
planned  to  ask  the  commission  and  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  not  only  for 
reconsideration  of  the  rate  hike,  but  also  to 
stop  it  from  taking  effect  in  the  meantime. 

The  FPC  announced  on  Tuesday  it  was 
increasing  the  nationwide  ceiling  prices  for 
natural  gas  in  sales  by  producers  to  interstate 
pipelines. 

The  impact  of  the  rate  hike  on  natural  gas 
consumers  was  expected  to  vary  according  to 
weather,  distance  from  gas-producing  areas 
and  other  factors. 

However,  the  average  annual  residential  gas 
bill  would  go  up  6  per  cent  or  $15.60, 
according  to  some  estimates. 

Following  the  FPC  decision,  Energy  Action 
said  it  plans  to  appeal  and  said  other 
consumer  groups  and  some  state  regulators 
may  join  it. 


Czech  plane  crash 
kills  seventy  people 

P  R  AGUE ,  Czechoslovakia 
(AP)-A  plane  of  the 
Czechoslovak  CSA  airline 
carrying  70  passengers  and  a 
crew  of  six  crashed  on  a 
domestic  flight  from  Prague 
to  Bratislava  Wednesday,  the 
Czechoslovak  news  agency 
CTK  said  today.

Already  in  their  favor  is  the  dissenting 
opinion  of  FPC  commissioner  Don  S.  Smith 
who  said  the  new  ceiling  price  schedule  is  too 
high  and  is  not  justified  by  the  cost  of 
producing  gas. 

Tom  Girard,  a  spokesman  for  Energy 
Action,  said  his  group  also  objected  to  the 
FPC  procedure  in  reaching  the  decision  and 
to  the  absence  of  any  requirement  that  gas 
producers  reinvest  the  proceeds  of  the  higher 
rates  to  search  for  new  gas  supplies. 

The  need  for  more  incentives  to  develop 
new  gas  resources  is  one  of  the  main 
justifications  for  the  increase. 

The  American  Gas  Association  which 
praised  the  FPC  action  said  it  is  still  necessary 
to  remove  federal  regulation  entirely  from 
interstate  natural  gas  sales. 

The  FPC  does  not  regulate  gas  prices  at  the 
consumer  level,  in  general,  but  regulates  the 
prices  paid  by  interstate  pipelines  to  the  gas 
producers  for  gas  to  be  sold  outside  the  state 
of  origin.

This  exclusivity  has  proved  highly 
profitable  to  the  “Fun  Group,” 
which  contributed  $287  million  to 
Minneapolis-based  General  Mills’ 
$2.3  billion  in  sales  last  year,  and  the 
company  has  moved  quickly  to 
prevent  any  real  or  imagined 
infrigement  on  it. 

When  an  Albany,  Calif.,  game 
company  sent  General  Mills  a  copy 
of  “Ghetto,”  its  take-off  on 
“Monopoly,”  the  firm  wrote  back 
saying  it  had  given  the  set  to  its 
lawyers  for  possible  legal  action. 
None  materialized  that  time,  but 
when  a  professor  at  California  State 
University  here  brought  out  a  game 
called  “Anti-Monopoly”  in 
December  1973,  General  Mills  swung 
into  action. 

“The  first  reaction  by  General 


Mills  was  to  try  to  get  me  off  the 
market  with  a  threatening  letter,” 
says  “Anti-Monopoly’s”  inventor, 
Prof.  Ralph  Aspach,  50.  “I  got  legal 
advice  and  I  was  counseled  to  bring 
suit  against  General  Mills,  because 
the  threatening  letters  to  me  were 
followed  by  mysterious  losses  of  big 
accounts  which  had  pledged  to  take 
the  game  but  then  dropped  out.” 

General  Mills,  whose  trademark 
infringement  suit  against  Aspach 
comes  to  trial  here  in  October, 
declines  to  comment  on  his'  charges. 

Aspach’s  two  suits  against  General 
Mills,  one  challenging  the  company’s 
right  to  the  “Monopoly”  trademark 
and  one  charging  conspiracy  to 
Suppress  competition,  have  been 
stayed  until  the  first  case  is  resolved. 
A  federal  judge  earlier  denied 
General  Mills’  request  for  an 


injunction  against  further  sales  of 
“Anti-Monopoly.” 

Aspach,  an  expert  on  monopolies 
control  of  the  market-place  by  one 
company  and  oligopolies  control  by 
a  small  group  of  companies,  first 
developed  “Anti-Monopoly”  as 
‘‘Bust  the  Trusts:  the 
Anti-Monopoly  Game.”  He 
shortened  the  name  when  market 
studies  showed  that  most  people 
thought  busting  a  trust  means 
breaking  into  a  bank  or  breaching  a 
confidence. 

“I  really  don’t  play  games  much 
but  when  my  kids  got  to  that  age,  I 
started  playing  business  games  with 
them,”  says  Aspach.  “They’re  all 
played  pretty  much  the  same  way: 
the  players  win  by  establishing  a 
monopoly  position  and  wiping  out 
the  competition.

“I’ve  been  locked  up  for 
just  a  short  time  and  it’s  just 
too  much  to  take,”  he  told 
Walla  Walla  County  Superior 
Court  Judge  Albert  Bradford.

Prosecutor  wants 


retrial  of  convict 


TAMPA,  Fla.  (AP)  -  A  prosecutor  who  convinced  a  jury 
that  a  26-year-old  man  should  be  electrocuted  for  murder 
now  says  the  condemned  man  deserves  a  new  trial. 

Clifford  Hallman  is  on  Florida’s  Death  Row,  convicted  of 
slaying  a  barmaid,  Eleanor  Jean  Groves,  in  April  1973.  He 
had  slashed  her  throat  with  a  jagged  beer  glass. 

But  a  doctor’s  testimony  in  a  separate  malpractice  case 
indicates  that  Mrs.  Groves,  who  was  45,  died  because  of 
inadequate  medical  care. 

“I  think  under  the  circumstances  a  new  trial  is  in  order,” 
said  former  Asst.  State  Atty.  Robert  Nutter,  who  prosecuted 
Hallman.  “I  think  the  jury  should  have  been  aware  of  it.” 

Hallman’s  attorney,  Thomas  Meyers,  moved  Monday  for  a 
new  trial  and  for  the  death  sentence  to  be  set  aside. 

Dr.  James  Crumbley,  a  hospital  consultant,  said  in  a 
deposition  that  the  woman  died  in  Tampa  General  Hospital 
“purely  and  simply  because  of  unrecognized  bleeding  that 
was  allowed  to  go  unattended.” 

He  said  Mrs.  Groves  should  not  have  died  as  a  result  of  the 
wound  Hallman  inflicted. 

Crumbley  was  hired  by  the  hospital  in  1975  to  review  the 
case  in  preparation  for  the  hospital’s  defense  in  a  civil 
malpractice  suit  filed  by  Mrs.  Groves’  estate.

If//  to  be  decided

SAN  FRANCISCO  (AP)  -  Thirteen  years  after 
Alcatraz  was  closed  as  a  prison,  the  federal 
government  is  still  trying  to  figure  out  what  to  do 
with  the  grim  rock  that  for  29  years  was  the 
steel-barred  home  for  1,576  of  America’s  toughest 
criminals. 

Former  Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto  thinks  a  giant 
monument  symbolizing  “Justice”  should  be  built 
on  the  outcropping  a  mile  off  Fisherman’s  Wharf. 
Sort  of  a  West  Coast  counterpart  to  New  York’s 
Statue  of  Liberty. 

A  band  of  American  Indians  who  occupied  the 
island  for  19  months  -  before  they  were  ousted 
by  federal  officers  -  wanted  to  turn  it  into  an 
Indian  cultural  center,  a  goal  still  mentioned  from 
time  to  time. 

Also  among  the  suggestions  -  a  privately 
developed  hotel,  convention  and  shopping 


complex.  One  developer  wants  to  build  a  gambling 
casino. 

But  the  most  popular  notion,  according  to  the 
National  Park  Service,  is  to  continue  the  public 
tours  which  started  three  years  ago  and  are 
tentatively  scheduled  to  continue  for  at  least  two 
more  years. 

About  1,500  tourists  walk  daily  through  the 
grim  corridors  and  crumbling  cellblocks  where  the 
likes  of  A1  Capone  and  George  “Machine  Gun” 
Kelly  paid  their  debts  to  society. 

Since  the  public  tours  began  in  October  1973, 
about  1.2  million  people  -  including  20  one-time 
Alcatraz  prisoners  -  have  taken  the  2Vi-hour 
excursion  to  the  infamous  former  federal 
penitentiary  that  is  now  part  of  the  Golden  Gate 
National  Recreation  Area. 

According  to  Lee  Shenk  of  the  Park  Service, 
which  runs  the  tours,  tour  guide  salaries  and 
Alcatraz  operating  expenses  come  from  the  Park 
Service  budget. 


Twenty-two  men  and  women,  dressed  in  Park 
Service  uniforms,  give  commentaries  on  the 
island’s  200-year  history  as  they  lead  visitors  along 
Alcatraz’  winding  hillside  road  and  steep  paths, 
through  the  three-storied  cellblock  and  into  the 
high-walled  exercise  yard. 

Much  of  what  the  Park  Service  has  learned  about 
Alcatraz  comes  from  former  guards  and  the 
ex-convicts  who  return  as  free  men  for  the  tour. 

One  such  visitor  was  Clarence  V.  Carnes,  once 
known  as  the  Choctaw  Kid,  the  sole  survivor  of 
the  six  convicts  who  triggered  a  bloody  riot  on 
“The  Rock”  on  May  2,  1946.  Three  instigators 
and  two  guards  died,  and  the  other  two  convicts 
were  hanged  for  murder. 

Carnes,  who  arrived  at  Alcatraz  the  previous 
year  at  the  age  of  18,  was  spared  because  of  his  age 
and  later  was  paroled  to  live  with  a  sister  in  Kansas 
City.

'As  early  as  4  a.m.,  16  to  17 
thousand  pounds  of  raw  milk 
ate  ^delivered  to  the  BYU 
Dairy  Products  Laboratory. 

This  marks  the  beginning  of 
each  day  for  some  of  those 
employed  by  the  dairy  lab, 
said  Ralph  Johnson,  manager. 
Milk  is  the  most  important 
Sifbstance  in  the  dairy; 
without  it,  none  of  the  other 
products  can  be  made, 
Johnson  emphasized. 


homogenized  and  sent 
through  an  automatic 
bottling  machine. 


The  glass  milk  bottles  are 
sent  through  a  bottle  washer. 
This  machine  can  hold 
hundreds  of  bottles  at  a  time, 
Johnson  said.  The  bottles  are 
treated  with  iodine  which  has 
been  very  successful  in 
eliminating  bacteria,  he 
added. 


only  about  two  weeks, 
Johnson  said.  A  medium 
cheese  ages  about  six  months, 
he  explained,  while  a  good 
sharp  cheese  will  take  up  to  a 
year.

Next  week,  dairy  employees 
will  begin  making  larger 
amounts  of  ice  cream  in 
preparation  for  Fall  semester.

'  He  explained  that  before 
the  milk  is  ever  used,  it  is  run 
through  several  different 
processes  involving  a  great 
deal  of  machinery. 


Cottage  and  monterey  jack 
cheeses  are  made  in  a  big  vat 
that  can  hold  up  to  600 
gallons.  The  workers,  dressed 
in  white  shirts  and  pants  with 
rubber  boots,  shovel  the 
cheese  curd  into  boxes.  The 
white  cheese  is  then  stored  in 
refrigerated  rooms. 


The  BYU  dairy  supplies  all 
of  the  ice  cream  used  in  the 
campus  cafeterias.  It  is 
capable  of  making  from  96  to 
100  different  flavors, 
according  to  Johnson.

“Usually  we  run  about  25 
or  26  flavors  per  month,”  he 
said.

One  of  the  newer  ice  cream 
flavors  is  bubble  gum.

A 
bottom-dumping  gravel  truck 
struck  the  car  on  the  driver’s 
side  as  the  truck  driver 
attempted  to  pass  the 
Hwang’s  car,  Max  Swenson,

Swenson  said  the  Hwang 
car  was  pushed  off  the  side  of 
the  road.  The  truck  rolled 
over  on  its  side  and  across  the 
highway.  The  accident  was 
discovered  by  another  trucker 
who  radioed  on  to  Midway 
for  an  ambulance.  Midway  is 
about  100  miles  from  the 
accident. 

Brigham,  13  months  old, 
was  killed  instantly  and  Mrs. 
Hwang  died  en  route  to  the 
hospital  in  Gillette,  Swenson 


Hwang  suffered  a 
punctured  lung,  chest  injuries 
and  head  lacerations. 
Swenson  said  Hwang  was  now 
reported  in  a  stable 
condition.  Abraham,  6,  will 


be  released  this  week. 
Golden,  4,  was  uninjured. 

Swenson  and  three  Korean 
students,  Yong  In  Shin,  Solim 
Kwak,  and  Whee  Duck  Suh 
left  Sunday  in  a  car  provided 
by  BYU  to  help  care  for  the 
children  and  arrange  funeral 
services. 

Shin  is  staying  in  Gillette 
for  the  next  month  to  help 
take  care  of  the  children  until 
Hwang  leaves  the  hospital, 
Swenson  said. 

Hwang  was  traveling  to 
Gillette  for  practical  training 
for  an  internship.  The 
accident  occurred  Saturday 
morning. 

Because  of  the  extent  of 
Hwang’s  injuries,  he  and  his 
sons  will  not  be  able  to 
attend  the  funeral  services.

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as  the  goal  the  enrichment  of 
children’s  lives  through 
acquaintance  with  and 
appreciation  of  music. 

Of  course  some  children 
take  longer  than  others  to 
learn,  just  as  some  children 
take  longer  to  learn  to  talk, 
Mrs.  Seegmiller  noted.  To 
avoid  frustration  and 
discouragement,  the  teachers 
work  on  only  one  concept  at 
a  time. 

Lessons  are  short— often 
only  10-15  minutes.  “Forcing 
a  child  to  stay  up  there 
practicing  for  half  an  hour  is 
ridiculous,”  because  the  child 
becomes  bored  and  has  a 
negative  experience  with 
music,”  according  to  Mrs. 
Seegmiller. 

Children  begin  by  learning 
to  hold  the  violin  and  stand 
in  place  properly.  They  are 
taught  to  bow  to  the  teacher 
at  the  beginning  and  end  of 
each  class,  “to  show  respect 
between  student  and 
teacher,”  said  Mrs.  Linda 
Duncan,  a  violin  teacher  at 
the  school,  and  a  BYU  senior 
in  music  pedagogy  from 
Provo. 

Each  child  has  two  lessons 
per  week,  one  private  and  one 
in  a  group  called  “repertory.” 
Private  lessons  are  always 
attended  by  the  child’s 
mother.  The  family  is  one  of 
the  most  important  factors  in 
a  child’s  success,  according  to 
the  Suzuki  philosophy. 

Parents  must  also  learn  to 
play  the  instrument  the  child 
is  learning.  Children  practice 
and  learn  with  their  parents.

Love  is  the  method.  No,  it’s 
not  a  CDFR  class-it’s  Erik’s 
violin  class.  Erik  is  two  and 
one-half  years  old.  He  has 
only  recently  begun  his 
lessons  at  the  Goodman 
Music  School  in  Provo  under 
the  Suzuki  Method. 

“We  use  what  is  known  as 
the  ‘mother  tongue’ 
approach,”  said  Mrs.  Cary 
Seegmiller,  piano  instructor 
at  the  Goodman  school  and 
former  humanities  major  at 
BYU. 

“The  mother  tongue 
approach  is  teaching  children 
to  play  an  instrument  the 
same  way  you’d  teach  them 
to  speak,”  she  explained.  “A 
mother  wouldn’t  say  to  her 
baby,  ‘Hello,  how  are  you,’ 
and  expect  him  to  be  able  to 
repeat  it.” 

The  Suzuki  method  starts 
at  the  beginning. 

Children  may  enter  the 
school  at  two  and  one-half 
years,  and  stay  as  long  as  they
